The claims 1-16 are pending in the instant office action.

Group L Claims 1-5, drawn to mutant FM03 protein comprising SEQ ID NO: 15. 
Group II. Claims 6-9, drawn to DNAs comprising nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID

Group III. Claims 10-16, drawn to method of detection of mutated FM03 gene 
in a animal by gene assay technique. 



The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
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Group I and group III do not share same technical feature because product of Group I is 
neither used or produced by method of group III 

While the products of Group II is used in the methods of Group II, they do not 
share their technical feature because these products can be used in other methods 
having other technical features. 

Process for the detection of mutated FM03 gene in an animal in group III and 
products of group I protein and DNA primers of group II do not share a special 
technical feature even though process of group III uses the product of group II DNA 
because prior art clearly teaches products of group II mutant FM03 protein and group II 
FM03 gene( WO 01/23603).
